EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING - September 13, 1977 By Jim Hill, W6IVW 


The TRW ARC Executive Committee meeting was called to order in room M2-1825 
at 12:15 PM by the president. The following people were present: President Bill 
Dews, K6AWO, Vice President/Assistant Editor Mel Erb, K6éGWC, Secretary Jim 
Hill, W6IVW, Treasurer Ted Carter, WA6PAS, Activities Manager Gary Komatsu, 
K6HPD, Cross Talk Editor Mac McGrew, K6RL, and Swap Meet Chairman Bill 
Schrec, WA6EVS. 


1, Non Profit Organization Mailing Costs 
The Post Office has a special postage rate for non-profit organizations, 
Mel Erb checked to see if Cross Talk could be mailed more inexpensively 
using this rate, and obtained the following information: 


One time stamp fee of $40, plus 

A $40/year fee, plus 

2.1¢/letter, with a 200 letter minimum for each mailing. The letters 
must be taken to the office that issued the permit. 


We presently mail about 50 copies/month. Costs are $78/year using 13¢ 
stamps, and would be $90.40 (excluding the one time stamp fee)/year 
if the special rate was used. 


2. Family Membership (Hill) 


Members have asked about family membership costs, and Jim Hill was 
asked to provide information. The Constitution and By-Laws do not mention 
family memberships, and this subject was not covered when the dues 

were increased. Jim Hill and Mel Erb will prepare a family membership 
proposal, which will be submitted at the next general meeting. What is a 
family membership? If two or more members of the same family belong 

to the club, one Cross Talk should be sufficient for the entire family. 

Since an appreciable portion of the membership fee is allocated to Cross 
Talk costs, members that don't receive a Personal copy of Cross Talk 
could have a lower cost membership, 


3. November F. D, Awards Dinner 
Tabled, as Frank Cartier was not present. November is approaching..... 


4, Money for September General Meeting Door Prize 
Mel Erb had S17 to spend on door prizes, but thought at least $25 would 
be required to provide suitable items. After much discussion, a motion 
was made to increase the amount (for the September general meeting only) 
to $25. The motion passed, with Erb and Komatsu for, and Hill against 
the motion, Carter arrived late, and was not present when the vote was 
taken. 


5. Cross Talk Advertizin, 
Little was discussed, as Phil Presser was absent. The Club has SEA 
approval to include paid advertizing in Cross Talk. 


6. Swap Meet 
Under Bill Schrek's able guidance, the swap meet planning is 
moving smoothly. The treasurer will forward $25 for change 
(when selling spaces, etc.). A receipt, disclamer (the club is not 
responsible for .....), and a copy of the rules will be given to 
the sellers. An ad will be placed in the Daily Breeze. More 
donations are needed for the auction, an can be brought to the 
next general meeting. Gary Komatsu will pick up the donations 
and take them to the station for storage. Remember, the swap 
meet will be held on October 2, 1977 from 9AM to 2 PM.

Bill Dews will appoint the next delegate at the next executive 
meeting. 


8. QSL Cards 
Ted Carter has a box of QSL card blanks that need to be given 
to the printer.
